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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office action is in response to the amendment filed March 29, 2002 in which 
claims 1-28 were canceled and claims 29-34 were added. 

1. Newly submitted claims 29-31 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: the super- 
oxygenated water of the original claims did not have to be prepared by the claimed 
method. Also, the original claims were not directed to a method of making super- 
oxygenated water. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 29-31 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1 .142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Zelenak(US 5,814,222). 

Zelenak teaches super-oxygenated water containing 40-50 mg/l of oxygen (see 
col. 3, lines 22-30). The water is used in medicinal solutions, such as organ transplant 
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storage media and contact lens treating solution (saline) (see col. 3, lines 31-41). The 
patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in 
the product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, 
the claim is unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different 
process. In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) 

Accordingly, Zelenak teaching all the material limitations of the claims anticipates 
the claims. 

Claims 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by OXY- 
WATER. 

OXY-WATER teaches super-oxygenated water containing 34 mg/l of dissolved 
oxygen (see testimonials-medical statements). The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by-process claim is the 
same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even 
though the prior product was made by a different process. In re Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 
698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985) 

Accordingly, OXY-WATER teaching all the material limitations of the claims 
anticipates the claims.
